A new 
set of tin Intrines has been pro- 
vided for tho prisoners to replace 
the Ieaking wooden buckets, and 
these ure now. emptied twice .n' 
day instead of | once, The PWD 
were asked to . whitewash: the 
cells, They succecded in treat- 
ing the ceilings, but found that 
the whitewash would not stick to 
tho walls, and this task was 
temporarily abandoned, with the 
promise that the workmen 
“would be back sometime” to 
scrape, clean and whitewash tho 
walls, “when they had ttmec.”

Washington, Jan. 23.—General

The Jewish year can be any one 
of six different lengths, three of 
them shorter than ours and three 
of them longer. 

Chinese years run in eyeles of 60, 
and instead of being numbered cach 
one has its name. Here are 12 of 
them: rat, ox, Uger, rabbit, dragon, 
enake, horse, sheep, fowl, monkey, 
dog, and pig .. 

India has 14 enlendars, all of them 
diffprent. The Moslem year fs 11 
da norter than ours, which means 
they pain a year on us in every 32, 
and you can become a centenarian 
at 97. 

All these different calendars, and 
many others that have been forgot- 
ten, are the attempts of man to work 
out a sum that Js next to impos- 
sible. 


The problem jis now to. fit n day 
into month and the two of them 
into a year. A ltinar month is 29 
days, 12 hours, 44 minutes and 3.3 
seconds long. and a solar year ‘is 
395 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes and 
46.2 seconds, 

When Julius Caesar reformed one 
ealendar, dates were so out of hand 
that people were celebrating mld- 
summer night In ‘the winter. He 
put things on an even keel by or- 
‘dering n special yenr of 445 days— 
the Yenr of Confusion it was cail- 
ed—and instituting leap year. 

- Gregory's plan 
_A LEAP year in every four would 

‘be nll) right if the year was 
exactly 36514 .days long, which 
Caesar thought it to be. But it isn't. 
it is 11 minutes 13.8 seconds shorter 
than that. In a hundred years this 
adds up ts nervly 19 hours, and by 
the 16th century It had accumulat- 
ed to ten whole days. 

Once ngain people were celebrat- 
ing feasts at the wrong time of 
year. It was the same trouble that 
Caesar had. So in the year 1582 
Pope Greory XIII. stopped the rot 
by cutting out ten days. October 4 
wns followed by October 15. 

To stop nny further creeping of 
the date Pope Grevory arranged for 
leap yerr to be left out three times 
every 100 yeurs, We still stick to 
that arrangement, which is why 
ours Is called the Gregorian calen- 
jar. - 

Gregory's system has reduced the 
error to 26 scconds n year, and it 
will -take 3,323 yenrs for that to 
mount up-to a days. So it shouldn't 
worry us.

AN EYE FOR DETAIL’ 


A carofully selected viewpoint and a small lens aperture help givo this ~ 
picture Intercat and dotall. ‘ 


WHETHER you photograph 

your own home or a new 
building that has just gone up, 
detail is essential, Because of 
this, n first rule for good archi- 
tectural snapshots .is “stop 
down.” Use the smallest lens 
opening possible with existing 
conditions of light. 

This will mean longer ex- 
posures, If yout must shoot at 
less) than 1/256 of a second, it 
will mean. using a tripod or 
some other support to steady 
your cameri’ when you click the 
shutter. ._But results justify 
this care. A small lens , open- 
ing, providing a great range of 
sharpness, insures good defini- 
tion in objects at various dis- 
tances from the camera. 
_-Notice, for example, that the 
columns in the foreground of 
today's illustration are sharply 
recorded, Some distance away, 
beyond the — balustrade, the 
globe of a street lamp isin 
focus.. Still farther away, be- 
yond the trees, the Monument 
rises and is sharply defined.
